LONDON, Feb, 28—Bri- 
tain has opened discussions 
with Canada on the possi- 
bility of establishing con- 
traband control bases on 
the Canadian west coast to 
check traffic from the 
United States and other 
Pacific territories to Vladi- 
vostok, it was learned re- 
liably today. 

Britain also has reopened 
conversations with Washing-| 
ton, it was understood, re- 
garding United States ex- 
ports of rubber, tin and cop- 
per to Vladivostok for the 
Soviet. 

The action followed demands in 
the House of Commons for tight- 
ening of the economic blockade 
against Germany, There had been 
repeated questions as to whether 
the traffic to Soviet Russia was 
finding its way to Germany's war 
machine.

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London Does It Too 


Thanks to the “blackout,” London has 
a new traffic regulation, which} forbids 
motorists to drive faster than 20 miles 
per hour after dark. The law means 
what it says, since there are special 
squads of traffic policemen and prowler 
cars to enforce it, and penalties running 
up to £100 for offenders. 

When in past years the legislature of 
Alberta was asked to set a limit for mo- 
torists in this province the standing reply 
was that in Britain, where population was 
far more dense, there was no limit. It was 
left to the driver there to; set his own 
limit, the conditions taken into account, 
and if he got into an accident he could not 
plead that he was keeping within any of- 
ficial suggestion of what could be con- 
sidered a safe rate of speed. 

That precedent is now gone, and can- 
not be cited as evidence that Edmonton 
and Calgary are defying experience in set- 
ting speed limits for these cities. The 
reason for setting a limit in London is 
the same as in the Alberta cities. Too 
many persons were being killed under the 
“go as you please” rule. 


Who Are They? 


Pressed by insistent demands that he 
say who he would take into the “national” 
cabinet he wants to form, Dr. Manion 
went so far at Winnipeg as to say “a 
number of the best Liberals” are ready to 
join. Who are they? What are their 
names, their present occupations, their 
business associations, their backgrounds? 
What talent have they shown for adminis- 
tering public affairs, and what experience 
have they had in that field? 

Members of the present Government, 
Dr. Manion says, “have not been asked” 
if they would take portfolios. Then who 
have been asked? Who did the asking? 
What was the basis of selection, and the 
qualifications entitling one to be counted 
among the “best brains’? To what con- 
ditions were the selected ones asked to 
subscribe, or what obligations were impli- 
cit in the invitations? 

These are questions the public have a 
right to ask and to keep on asking until 
they are answered. Is Dr. Manion trying 


to sell the electors a “pig in a bag’’? 
What is the objection to naming the 
would-be directors of the nation’s war 


effort and other public affairs? The Doc- 
tor should draw aside the curtain and let 
the voters have a look at the array of tal- 
ent he wants to put in charge of their 
business. 


On the Up-Grade 


Canada’s external trade is growing 
steadily and rapidly, due no doubt largely 
to direct and indirect influence of war 
conditions. In January it reached a vol- 
ume of more than $161 millions, against 
$114 millions in January of last year. Ex- 
ports grew from $70 millions to $90 mil- 
lions, and imports from 343 to $71 mil- 
lions. Both exports and imports have 
been climbing since the commencement of 
war last September. ‘That they will con- 
tinue to mount, because of the same 
factor, may be supposed. That they will 
mount even faster as time passes it is 
reasonable to expect. 

It would of course be better if this 
trade expansion was taking place nor- 
mally, and not under the impulse of war- 
stimulated demand. But, the war being 
under way, it is highly important to indi- 
viduals and the nation that the trade reac- 
tion is upward. This means that produc- 
tion is increasing, g¢mployment becoming 
more plentiful, money going into circula- 
tion more widely, the average standard of 
living rising. It means, too, that war 
taxes are more easily paid and a larger 
‘share of the cost can be met out of cur- 
rent revenue, Since there is a balance of 
accounts in our favor, foreign exchange 
is thus being provided with which to pay 
for war supplies we have to buy abroad. 


Hoping Against Hope 


The Foreign Ministers of Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark met on Sunday to 
talk over the precarious position in which 
those countries have been placed by the 
Soviet onslaught upon Finland. ‘They 
concluded the conference with an expres- 
sion of hope that the Finnish. Russian con- 
flict may eud in a peaceful arrangement 
by which “the full independence of Fin- 
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land” will be recognized. That they ex- 
pect it to end that way they did not sug- 
gest. 

The Ministers said they found them- 
selves unanimous in the view that their 
countries should remain neutral; and fore- 
Stalled criticism by saying they did not 
take this stand under pressure. Also, they 
would “raise serious objections to, and 
endeavor to avert, violation of principles 
of international law in the conduct of 
naval warfare”, 

These good wishes from their neigh- 
bors will not be of much assistance to the 
Finns. The outlook is that unless help 
comes from some quarter there will be 
no Finland at all when the butchery is 
ended, and not many able-bodied Finns 
either. No one knows this better than the 
three conferring Ministers. If the hope 
they expressed is impotent and despair- 
ing, it took courage on their part to say 
even that much. Diplomatic declarations 
that their countries are neutral of their 
own accord will not deceive Moscow, and 
does not obscure the fact that the three 
nations are living under threat of shar- 
ing Finland’s fate when the Soviet-Nazi 
conspirators get ready to strike. 

“Raising objections” has not stopped 
Nazi U-boats from torpedoing Norwe- 
gian, Swedish and Danish ships, without 
warning or investigation, when engaged 
in their lawful business in accord with the 
plain terms of international law. The con- 
ferees can have had no illusion that they 
may look for any better treatment in fu- 
ture. Their hope in that regard is nothing 
more than a longing for immunity they do 
not expect to be conceded to them. 

The conference might as well have 
broken up with a plain statement that 
while the Ministers understood Finland's 
position and their own they did not see 
that they could do anything about it. 


Editorial Notes ! 


By order the British Government has 
taken over United States securities own- 
ed by people living in the eld lands. The 
owners will get current prices for their 
stocks and bonds in British currency, los- 
ing the interest they would get in future 
and any increase in value that may come 
to the securities. That comes within mea- 
surable distance of being a capital levy. 


Allied airmen report that in their 
reconnaissance flights over Germany they 
meet with few hostile craft and are not 
much bothered by anti-aircraft guns, Pre- 
sumably the Nazis are so confident of 
their own strength they don't mind the 
Allied flying men taking pictures of their 
concentrations and defence works. But 
perhaps the explanation is that they have 
decided the ground is the safest place for 
their war planes when British and French 
fighters are overhead.

Every cloud has a silver lining and soon the 
modern housewife who can throw up a meal 
from soup to dessert out of tin cans, may have a 
can with a silver lining. Actually “tin cans” are 
not made of tin. Tin costs 55 cents a pound on 
the world market. Food cans are made of steel 
plate rolled very thin, and either 
lacquered or plated inside with 
tin. Silver, unlike gold, has 
many industria] uses. It’s used 
in photography and on mirrors. Allowed with 
lead it is used for high-speed airplane engine 
bearings. But still the white metal stocks mount 
up. New must be found for it if silver 
mining is to continue. Because war has sent up 
the price of tin, experiments are being made to 
use silver for coating the inside of food cans with 
a plating five millionths of an inch thick. That 
means a cent’s worth of silver to plate twenty 
cans 

Just after the end of the World War I was 
doing laboratory work on forest wastes at the 
coast, and distilled by rheostat controlled elec- 
tric radiant heat about 2,000 gallons of high- 
grade turpentine from the resin waste of Douglas 
fir. It made such excellent lacquer that the 
American Can Co, bought it at twice the price of 
Gulf turpentine. There was the making of a 
national industry there, only money was 
panicky after the close of the war. But one 
couldn't lacquer twenty food containers for a 
cent.

One hundred years ago today, on February 
28, 1640, the death took place of a real pioneer 
of Canada—Major George Neal, the first Meth- 
odist preacher in Upper Canada. This famous 
man, now remembered by so few, was, like most 
of the Methodist leaders, of true Loyalist stock. 
Born in South Carolina, George Nea! fought for 
King George in the revolutionary war, winning 
high praise for | gallantry. Then he retired 
to a small Caro village to teach schoo], One 
night it is said he had a vision, calling him to 
preach. He responded, but his heart was British 
(he was of Irish stock) and he determined to 
come to Canada. He missed the ship on which 
he intended to sail for Nova Scotia, and then 
made his way overland to the Niagara river, 
crossing into Upper Canada at Queenston in 1786. 
As soon as his feet touched British soil he began 
his preaching. The commandant at Fort Niagara 
forbade his preaching, that privilege being at 
that time restricted to priests of the Church of 
England. But Major Neal continued his preach- 
ing, travelling on horseback in summer heat and 
winter cold all through the Niagara and Long 
Point districts, actually laying the foundations 
of dozens of Methodist churches. 

Around about 1613 Major Nea] moved to the 
township of Charlotteville in Norfolk county. 
The Woodhouse Methodist church, first in Nor- 
folk county, 10 miles from Major Neal's 
home, and in all probability Egerton Ryerson 
and his three brothers heard from the lips of 
Major Nea! the message which led to their con- 
version in 1815, and their expulsion from the 
home of their Anglican father. 

Major Neal continued preacaing until he was 
78, but wag blind in his later years, reaching the 
age of 90. His body is buried in Neal Memorial 
church at Port Rowan, then Methodist, now

100 Years of Soil Science 


Canada’s contribution to the chemical Yert'l- 
izer industry during its first century of progress 
is related in a special hundredth anniversary 
article appearing in the February issue of C-I-L 
Oval. Prominently associated with the story of 
modern fertilizers is the name of the late Dr. 
Frank Thomas Shutt, C.B.E., Dominion Govern- 
ment chemist for almost half a century. 

Referring to the beginnings of the industry 
which was to mean so much to agriculturists in 
all parts of the world, the article goes back to 
the days long before scientific farming was even 
a dream, “Just 100 years ago,” it relates, “a 
young and ambitious British scientist stood in 
an old barn at Rothamsted, England, treating old 
animal bones with sulphuric acid. At that hour 
the chemical fertilizer industry was born and a 
new age of agriculture had begun.” By treat- 
ing bones with acid the scientist had created 
super-phosphate, a product now produced for 
fertilizer purposes at the rate of approximately 
20,000,000 tons a year. 

Dr. Shutt, the Oval article continues, was 
associated with the development of fertilizers 
as early as 1887, Throughout his lifetime the 
Canadian scientist worked in close collaboration 
with the leaders in British agricultural science, 
including Sir J. B. Lawes the chemist who de- 
veloped the new science at Rothamsted. 

The anniversary article is written by Leon- 
ard L. Knott and gives a compact picture of 
what is today an essential science. In 100 years, 
says the writer, the science of the soil has 
travelled a long way. The modern farmer is no 
longer a haphazard tiller of poor or impover- 
ished soil In the laboratories of Canada and 
other countries scientific allies have been de- 
veleped and are still being developed to aid him. 


A British View 


“Assurance of Victory” is the title of a recent 
British White Paper, issued by the British Min- 
istry of Information. It is an account of the war 
effort of the British nations. From the section 
given up to Air Forces we quote: 

The Dominions have played a big part. Dur- 
ing peace-time many hundreds of pilots from 
different parts of the Empire were pouring into 
the R.A.F. Since the outbreak of war arrange- 
ments have been made with Dominion govern- 
ments for a rapid expansion of the training 
organization for pilots, observers and gunners. 

In Canada, far out of reach of enemy bomb- 
ers, young men from many parts of the Empire 
—inecluding Great Britain—will be given ad- 
vanced training to fit them for serving in the 
line. 

“The aim, in short,” as Sir Kingsley Wood 
told the House of Com:nons, “is to achieve by 
co-operative effort air forces of overwhelming 
strength.” 

“At the outbreak of war,” said Sir Kingsley 
Wood, “the rate of aircraft production represent- 
ed an achievement unprecedented in _ this 
country in time of peace. Immediately war 
broke out our carefully prepared plans for 
greatly increased production were put into 
effect. They will mean in due course a rate of 
production more than twice the considerabie 
figure we have now reached.” 

Here again the Dominions are giving invalu- 
able help. Their aircraft factories, far beyond 
the range of enemy bombers, are working at top 
speed for the Allied cause. 

Though the Dominions are not mentioned 
individually, it is of course beyond doubt that 
when the Ministry of Information speaks of the 
“invaluable help” given by the Dominions in 
| increasing the output of aircraft the reference is 

mainly to the contribution which is being made 
by Canada by reason of its air-training scheme. 

“Invaluable help,” “big part,” “advanced 
training in Canada’’—these are odd words to be 
used by the Ministry of Information, if Canada 
in her effort is lukewarm in purpose and in- 
competent in performance. Apparently they 
have not heard in Great Britain about Dr. 
Manion’s worries on this point.—Winnipeg Free 
Press. ;

Your Health

Those who remain on a constant | 
tension” often reveal by physical 
signs their inability to relax. Some 
of the signs of tension are as 
follows: | 

Even when the patient tries to lie | 
perfectly still, he makes various] 
restless, random movements. He) 
may wrinkle the forehead, frown, 
or blink the eyes. He may move the| 
head, the hands, or the legs. Al- 
though tension may he so well con- 
trolled that jt does not show in 
these open movements, it may still 
show itself in the form of a pro-| 
found sigh. 

Or, when the patient is sitting in 
a chair, he may fidget, tapping on 
the floor with the foot, or drumming 
with the fingertips on the top of a 
table. The hands are usually held in 
a clenched position when not in use.) 
If the patient tries to move the head 
freely in a circle, he will discover | 
@ tightness of the neck muscles 

The underlying tension may dis- 
close itself in the expression of the 
the expression being one cf 
anxiety, or one of concern. The 
forehead may be marked with 
wrinkles of care, while the mouth 
may have the grim, tight expression 
of one who is trying too hard. Ten- 
sion may also reveal itself by a 
twitching of some of the fine mus- 
cles of the face, by a quivering of 
the chin, or by the movement of 
touching the tip of the tongue to the 
Ups. 

Tension is also divulged by the 
manner of speaking and the person 
who shoots out his words in short, 
jerky or clipped sentences often 
hints at interna] tension. The per- 
son who speaks rapidly, pouring out 
a veritable river of words, also 
shows an attempt to discharge ac-, 
cumulated tension. 

Close observation of the cctions of 
a patient under a persistent strain 
will often provide a clue—for ex- 
ample, when he ties his choe, he 


| the muscles to let go. 


will do so with a jerk; or when he 
puts his handkerchief in his pocket 
he will do it at express speed. 

T have gone into these signs of 
tension at length simply because 
I wish to give you enough informa- 
tion to help you recognize tension 
if it exists in yourself. If you are 
now wasting energy by being un- 
able to relax, then you should be 
able to find the symptoms from 
this description, and thus be encour- 
aged to study the art of relaxation. 

One of the easiest ways to train 


| yourself to relax is to do this: Lie 


flat on your back on the bed and 
imagine that each part of the body 
is very heavy—so heavy that it is 
like so much iron. Get that picture 
of every part of your body being 
very heavy. That will help you to 
“let go.” 

Another good habit to practise is 
the habit of lying on your back and 
sending a mental command te all 
Begin with 
the feet, then the lower legs, the 
upper legs, the abdomen, the chest, 
the neck and shoulders, the arms, 
the head, and the face, and then re- 
peat. Just go all over the body 
several times, telling each group of 
muscles to let go and relax. This 
4s a very valuable practise and one 
which will be of great help to nerve 
ous patients. It will also help the 
patient with spastic colitis, the paii- 
ent with nervous indigestion, and 
the patient with high blood pres- 


sure,

FISHING BOAT 


Fire From Trawler’s Lew- 
is Gun Scores Hit On 
Enemy War Plane 


LONDON, Feb, 28—The Aurora, 
one of four British trawlers at- 
tacked by German warplanes 
yesterday, engaged in a 20-min- 
ute machine-gun battle with two 
of them and drove them off, one 
with smoke streaming from its 
tail and losing altitude, it was 
learned today. 

An incendiary bomb and machine 
gun fire struck the 225-ton Anrora, 
out of Aberdeen. Captain Alex- 
ander Craig and the chief eagineer | 
returned the fire. | 
the | 


One of four bombs rained 2 
Aurora hit the ship in the bow 
and started a fire. Disregarding 


his own danger, the trawlers sec- | 
ond engineer grabbed an extin- 
guisher and put out the blaze, while 
his two fellow officers peppered 
away at the two planes, 


ONLY ONE WOUNDED 

The other three trawlers attacked 
off the northeast coast of Scotland 
were the Bilsdean, Craigcoilleach 
and Strathranisoch, Although the 
ships were riddled with machine 
gun bullets, the Aurora's cook, who 
was hit in the arm, was the only 
one wounded in the four attacks. 

The Aurora, the 242-ton Bilsdean 
and the 233-ton Craigcoilleach put 
into port. The Strathrannoch re- | 
mained at its fishing post. | 

The Aurora was first attacked 
by alone bomber, which was soon | 
joined by a second raider. The} 
captain and engineer immediately’ 
manned the ship's Lewis gun, but 
the planes quickly separated and 
attacked from opposite sides. Since | 
the trawler mounted only ene gun, | 
the captain and engineer could deal 
with but one of the planes at a 
time. 
ONE DIRECT HIT 

Three bombs fell wide of the 
mark, but a fourth hit the bow. 
The planes made a final dive on the 
Aurora as the second engineer was 
fighting the fire, but he escaped 
unhit, 

“One of 


the planes apparently 
was hit by our fire,” one ot the 
crew said. “It disappeared, leaving 
behind it a trail of smoke acd los- 
ing considerable altitude.” 


Means Discovered 
To Attack German 
Ships Along Coast 


LONDON, Feb. 28.— Unofficial 
nayal revealed yesterday 
that British warships hovering off 
the northern Norwegian coast have 
discovered a means of attacking | 
German ships trying to follow Nor- | 
way’s coastline, without violating | 
Norwegian territorial waters. 

At two points at least along the 
Norwegian coast, they disclosed, 
shoals are so broad that ships have 
to travel more than three miles cff 
shore. 

Reports that two German vessels 
have been sunk by British war- 
ships off Petsamo were regarded in 
Admiralty circles as a German 
propaganda manoeuvre designed to 
obtain more accurate information 
about Allied naval movements in 
the north. |
